III» Acquittals of Persons Listed by the Commission - (S tat em.cn t by ii. do IARr) ; 

Sir Robert CRAIG-12 read the following statement sent 
by Monsieur de BAER and dated 23rd March, 1946: 

"I was such inpressod, when reading document Miscellaneous 
No. 17, to note that there have been four acquittals out of seven 
Germans listed as "Accused" by this Comission. 

"from the beginning I have endeavoured to point out how 
undesirable ',/as the inclusion in the lists of offenders who have 
not c emit ted important crimes. Yet although I was supported by 
Sir Cecil Hurst, v/hen expressing the view that charges should not 
be brought except for very serious offences, and Lord ’/right has 
consistently been of the same opinion, it has not always been 
possible to carry out this policy. 

"The consequence may be that on important proportion of 
offenders listed as "Accused" by tills Commission v/ill be aoquitted, 
i/hen tried by the competent courts. It is essential that the 
high credit that attaches to the Comr.ds sion's Lists be maintained. 

To press for the inclusion of the less serious cases nay be detri- 
mental to that credit. 

"In the interests of the Commission, and in view of the 
reoent acquittals, I respectfully express the horse that the 
National Offices will help us by abstaining from presenting to the 
Commission dossiers concerning oharges which are either purely 
toohnical, or doubtful as to their issue, or insufficiently serious 
. as to their consequences, to justify judicial action against the 

doers. " 


Sir Robert CRAIGIE fully agreed with Monsieur de BAER's 
statement and suggested that at this stage of its activities the Comission 
should restrict itself to listing cases of real importance only. As regards 
the particular document referred to by Monsieur de BAER, however , Sir Robert 
CRAIGIE said that enquiries had been made and one reason given for the high 
proportion of acquittals was that they did not require confirmation by 
superior authority and, therefore, the data with regard to them were being 
received more quiolcly than that of sentences. At a later date there would 
be a higher proportion of the latter. Notwithstanding tills, however, the 
fact that out of seven Germans, four were acquitted should bring home to the 
members of the Commission the desirability of not over-loading the Commiss- 
ion’s Lists with less iimportant cases. 

Dr. IlAYR-IiARTIIiG agreed entirely with the substanoe of 
Monsieur de BAKR’s statement but wondered whether the acquittals wire due to 
the fact that the crimes concerned were considered too unimportant. He 
thought that the issue might have been caused rather by the fact that in the- 
particular cases the guilt of the offenders could not be proved. 

Colonel KALSE explained that as regards some of the 
acquittals, the original evidence against the .accused was brought to the 
investigating authorities by other Germans who later during the trial had 
been completely discredited .as '.itnoasus. In other cases, concerned with 
ill- treatment of Allied Airmen, the Court was not satisfied with the evidence 
subiitted by the Prosecution =

I. Minutes No. 52 and No, 53 

An amendment' to Minutes No. 52 of the meeting held on 
28th February, 1946, was received from Professor GROS to the effect that 
the statement he made during the discussion on the French case No, 1053 
(page 2 of the Minutes) should read as follows :- 

«.t the request of Captain WOLFF, Professor GROS 
explained that the charge was based on the grounds 
that the torpedoing of the French merchantman in 
question - a non-belligerent ship - was a violation 
of the special Franco-Italian relations in force 
at the material time i.e., the special permission 
given by the Italian Headquarters for that ship 
to sail. The voyage was lawful and it was the duty 
of the Italian authorities to sec that their in- 
structions permitting the ship to sail were properly 
issued and carried out. In any case it was unlawful 
to torpedo without warning a non-belligerent merchant- 
man visibly flying its flag. 

Minutes 53 of the meeting held on 7th March, 1946, 
were approved subject to amendments submitted in writing by Sir Robert 
ORaIGIE and Captain 'WOLFF which will be incorporated in the final text. 
It was also decided that in the third full paragraph on page 2 the words 
"he did not see" should be substituted by the words "there was a doubt". 
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Referring to trip discussion at the last meeting, Dr. ZIVKOVIC 
• supported his proposal as to the procedure which he hoped would be adopted 
by the Committee in dealing v/ith the above cases. He said that in his 
opinion all these cases were clear examples of crimes against humanity 
and it was not relevant to the conception of such crimes whether they were 
committed before or during the war. This applies also to crimes committed 
in pursuance of a policy of persecution on. political or racial grounds, 
provided that such acts were committed in connection v/ith any of the crimes 
. r. enumerated in /'article £ of the Charter. He also believed that the authors 
of the Charter when framing the rules on responsibility for crimes against 
humanity had in mind not only major war criminals, but also the actual 
perpetrators as would appear from the provisions enacted later in Law No. 10. 

Sir Robert CRnlGIE said that the question of what constitutes a 
crime against humanity was now under consideration by Committee III and it 
would be premature to discuss these cases before that Committee arrive at 
a conclusion. He believed that when the provisions of the Charter dealing 
v/ith crimes against humanity were drawn up, the contracting parties had in 
mind only major war criminals and the planning of such crimes at a high 
level and therefore it was doubtful in v/hat measure the notion of crimes 
* against humanity should also be applied to lesser perpetrators. He 

suggested that in these circumstances consideration of these cases would 
be more properly postponed until such times as Committee III had given a 
definition of crimes against humanity. 

Captain WOLFF said that it was the opinion of his government, 
as had been stated at the meeting of the Commission held on January 23rd 
1946, that the Commission, pending developments in the next stage of the 
Nurnberg trials should continue to restrict itself to listing only persons 
accused of. violations of the lav/s and customs of war, as it had done in 
the past. Hov/ever, he appreciated Etr. Zivkovic's desire to proceed with 
consideration of these eases which involved very serious crimes and he 
therefore supported Sir Robert Craigie's suggestion to refer to Committee III 
the question of how crimes against humanity should be defined. He reserved 
his decision as .to how far he could participate in discussing these cases 
but v/as prepared to consider the matter in the light of v/hat Committee III 
reported to this Committee. 

Monsieur de BuER also agreed v/ith the suggestion of Sir Robert 
CR4IGIE that it would be premature for this Committee to take any decision 
in these cases before Committee III had given its opinion. 

Dr, ZIVKOVIC suggested that in the event of the matter being 
referred to Committee III the latter should provide a very clear definition 
as to what offences constitute', crimes against humanity in order to avoid 
referring every single case to Committee III for its opinion. He stressed 
this point especially as the cases under consideration involved net only 
judicial crimes but also other offences such as murders, torture, and 
deportation etc., and that v/as v/hy Committee III should not restrict itself 
to any particular eases but should take the Yugoslav cases only as examples 
and try to provide a general definition. Having such a definition, this 
Committee would then be in a position to consider each case on its own 
merits. 

M. de R/iER pointed out that any definition which Committee III 
might arrive at could never be exhaustive, and therefore he would prefer to 
refer to that Committee each specific class or type of case, such as these 
three represented.

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Dr. JitnYR-HiiRTING, while agreeing that it was important that 
Committee III should arrive at something like a general dofinitior , 
supported M.de RJSR'S proposal that the terms of reference should be 
restricted to the type of cases now under consideration. 

Sir Robert CR..IGIE felt that as it might be difficult to 
lay down any general definition of crimes against humanity, it was preferable 
that each new type of case should be referred to Committee III, but that 
Committee III should at the same time be asked to give its reasons, for or 
against. He believed that an important principle was at stake and therefore 
the Committee should proceed with great caution in the interests of the 
Commission. 




The Committee decided to refer to Committee- III the question 
as to v/hether or not the crimes involved in these particular cases Should be 
considered as crimes against humanity, and for what reasons. This decision 
of Committee I concerned paragraphs III, IV, VII, VIII and IX of case 1 323 
and .case 1462. 

No action was taken with regard to case 1461 in view of the 
fact that at the meeting held on 24th October, 1945, this case was adjourned 
on the proposal of Dr ZIVKOVIC to enable him -to place before the Committee 
the additional information indicated in the Minutes of that neeteng 
(Minutes N0.35). this had not yet been submitted, the case was adjourned 
sine die.

Lt. BOUCEK explained that the incident reported in 
this case was not an isolated one and inferred to a 
number of other cases already accepted, which, viewed 
collectively, show the general pattern of conduct 
of Japanese personnel in P.O.W. Camps.

Referring to his report on the above-mentioned cases, 
(Document i/30) Dr. ZIVKOVIC s .id that in addition to Yugoslav citizens, 
persons described as Italians of Yugoslav origin were also sentenced by the 
Italian Special Court indicated in the charges. This was in pursuance of 
the- Italian policy of persecuting the Yugoslav minority in Italy who in 
point of fact were not protected by the State as Italian citizens should be .

First List of Japanese Major 7ar criminals, submitted by Australia . 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that the meeting had been 
convened especially for the purpose of considering the list of 
Japanese major war criminals submitted by Australia and asked 
professor BAILEY' whether he had any observations to make. 

. professor BAILEY spoke in support of the list submitted 
by his Government and suggested that the 62 Japanese criminals be 
put on the Commission's List. He referred to the Agreement of 
20th, October, 1943 establishing the- United Nations Tar Crimes 
Commission, where it was decided that the Commission should investigate 
and record evidence of war crimes, indentifying where possible the 
individuals responsible, and report to the Governments concerned cases 
in which it appeared that adequate evidence might be expected to be 
forthcoming. 


professor BAILEY also referred to the Minutes ol the 33rd, 
meeting of the Commission, held on 26th. S-ptenber, 1 9A4 (Mihutes 33, 
page 5), when it was unanimously decided that the names of persons whose 
crimes consisted less in the perpetration of specific atrocities than 
in their having’ acted as ring leaders in the organisation of war crimes, 
should be included in the Co mission's Lists of ar crL.dn-J.s. He 
pointed out that 'hen taking tlds decision the Commission felt it would 
U unnecessary to compile a voluminous documentation concerning .ch of 
these persons as their activities w .r . notorious. The list submitted by 
Australia was exactly of that kind, and was prepared in the s'u.io 
principles as thos-. 1 id dawn in th introduction to simil r Commission 
Lists Nos. 7 and ) containing G< r. . n maj >v .r cri. .in is. The list 
submittal by Austr .li would >f c ar; , A subject t- furth. r investig .ti on 
of those th rein listed in .cc or lane... / th the require...-, nts set up in the 
said intr ,-iucti or.. 


professor BAILEY further on pointcl out that the 
Australian list -was subrdtt«. 1 in accordance vdth the recommendations 
adopted by th. United Nations ’ ah Crimes Commission on 29th. 

August, 1945> {Doc.C. 145) r -nd includes criminals falling within the 
first two categories of those r cC0:.s.tcnd<?.ti ons , which read as 
follows: 

I. " That those Japanese who have been responsible for the 
plans ;r policies which resulted in (these) abominable 
crimes and atrocities... These individuals and officials 
sh uld include those in authority in the Government, in 
the i.iilitary and police establishments, in the secret 
societies and other criminal associations, and in the 
financial and economic affairs of Japan who by .11 
civilised standards ore provable to be war crimin?ds. 

The case against these major criminals is th>'.t they have 
devised, sot in motion and carried out the criminal plans 
and enterprises which incited or resulted in the aggressions, 
cruelties and brutalities which have outraged the civilised 
world, " 

II. " That those Japanese holding key-positions in the civil, 
military or economic life of Japan who, perhaps, did not 
devise or set in motion plans which resulted in these 
crimes and barbarities, but nevertheless directed the 
carrying out of such plans within Japan or in the territories 
of more than one of the United Nations, should be surrendered 
to or apprehended by the United Nations for trial before an 
internati onl: dlitory tribunal. This category of criminals 
includes those individuals and officials, usually in 
key-positions in the Government, who have willingly planned 
th<; details of .and put into execution the monstrous schemes 
of the Japanese le lers. It also includes those brutal and 
ruthless criminals who, both inside and outside Japan, have 
been guilty, of mass criminality towards the .nationals of i.iany 
of the United Nations. A. .rang such persons were those in charge 
of certain prisoner-of-war and civilian internment camps where 
the people of many nations have been starved, tortured, murdered 
» or otherv/isc atrociously ..ml treated. " 

All persons indicated in the list submitted by his Government, 
continued professor BULKY, are charged with crimes '.gainst peace, 
war crimes, and crL ies against humanity which are within the Four- 
Power Agreement of 6th, Uigust, 1945. 

Sum ling up and referring once more to the Comaission' s Lists 
Nos. 7 '.nd 9 * Professor BULKY requested that the same type of action 
be taker, by the Commission with regard to the Australian List now under 
consideration. 


Lord 'ARIGHT expressed his regret bee use of the unfortunate 
.bsence of Li. de BAER, Chairman of the Committee, and that of the 
representative f the United States, Colonel HOP ISON, and felt .it would 
be most difficult t arrive at any conclusions .t this meeting vdth out 
having the. i, as well as representatives of other countries interested in 
the Far va stern qu< sti.ns, t th. discussion. 

.3 the i .■ otter subr.u.ttU by Australia involved a question of 
general policy, he felt, there were thr e possibility o ,»f procedure; 

(a) to r 1’er that quest i >n • nd th> exa.iin ation of the list 
t. th Coiunission, foi it, plonaiy session. 
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(b) enlarge Committee I for the. purpose, so-c.s to include 
all countries interested, and 

(c) convene a special ad hoc Committee v/ith representatives 
of those countries. 

As for himself, he v/ould prefer the first course so as to ho^e all 
members of the Commission present while the -Australian proposal was under 
discussion, and therefore thought it advisable to refer the matter to the 
Commission. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE enquired whether before deciding on one of the 
proposals put forward by Lord WRIGHT , it would not be preferable to have 
the opinion of M. de BAER and Colonel HODGSON . 

Dr. MAYR-HARTIHG v/a3 of the opinion that the most important question 
of competence of the Commission with regard to crimes against peace and 
crimes against humanity having been already decided at the Commission’s 
meeting on 30th January, 1^46 (Doc.M.93), Corsiittee I should now consider 
the individual cases included in the Australian List, if possible in thd 
presence of all Governments interested. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that he was not qua tc sure as to whether it 
•would be a useful service to issue a list such as proposed by Australia 
in the present circumstances when all necessary steps ;je now being taken 
by the team of allied prosecutors in Japan, on which representatives of 
all countries interested take part. As this task will be now expeditiously 
discharged by that body, ho had some doubt whether this Commission also 
should make its contribution without having the possibility of undertaking 
proper investigation into the details. In his opinion, it would be 
unfortunate tc put on the list persons who, however unsuccessfully, had 
opposed the war of aggression. 

Professor BAILEY appreciated the reservations made by °ir Robert 
CRiJGIE, nd said that his Government does desire that this Commission 
should nevertheless exercise its authority and function in this particular 
matter. He of course, felt no objection against the Commission careful^ 
examining all details and individuals proposed for listing. 

Mr, BUToDSKIiT referring to the example set up with regard to the 
Nuremburg trial and the improbability of bringing to trial all the persons 
included in the Australian List, suggested whether the Australian represen- 
tative could not eventually reconsider the practicability of putting on the 
list so . any people. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE suggested that it might meet the Australian Govern- 
ment’s intention if similar procedur be agreed upon as that adopted recently 
by Committee I with regard to the proposed further list of Gomans holding 
key positions (Committee I Minutes No, 44, p.7 (a) para, VI), namely to

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VI. Case of Captain Pi Furia . 

The Committee Look note of a letter of 22nd 
January received from CRO C..S5 'uid the attached memorandum of 
Captain Di Furia requesting re -examination of his case. 

Dr. ZIVKOVIC explained that Captain Di Furia had 
been charged by Yugoslavia in tlireo cases, i.w . , Nos. 364 , 390 and 
957, and listed by the Commission for crimes committed in the 
district of Ljubljana. He said that Captain Di Furia baaed his 
request on a. disore _ncy with regard to the material time of 
commission of thw alleged crimes and stated in his memorandum 
that his sojourn in the district of Ljubljana was from June, 

1942, to September, 1943 and not from April, 1941 to ^ugust,1943, 
as indicated in the charge brought by the Yugoslav National 
Office. As to this, Dr. ZIVKOVIC explained that the time in 
question was indicated by his National Office generally with 
regard to all the Persons charged in the case together with 
Captain Di Furia, and did not concern especially that accused. 

The latter committed the alleged crimes some time in the period 
indicated in the charge.

.'ith regard to the other points nut forward in the 
memorandum, Dr. Zivkovic pointed out that Caotain Di Furia 
himself admitted his part in the crimes committed by his unit 
in the said district, though he disclaimed his responsibility 
on the ground of superior orders. 

The Committee agreed that there was no reason 
to withdraw any of the charges brought against Captain Di Furia 
and remove him from the Commission' s List, and decided to inform 
the appropriate authorities (CROVCASS) accordingly.

The Committee were of the opinion that a list of persons holding key 
positions in Germany could be circulated as a Commission 'Document, but 
not published in the same way as Commission's Lists Nos, 7. and 9, and 
that t hose listed should not be charged with mar crimes. It was decided 
that such a last should be submitted to the Committee for consideration at 
a special meeting.

I. THE CZECHOSLOVAK CASE Ho. 1965 ( Continuati n of Discussion. 


Sir Robert CRAIC-IE who was unable to attend the last meeting of the 
Committee at which this case had been considered and decided upon, 
expressed some doubts whether the facts and particulars submitted in the 
charge- could be regarded as satisfactory. 

He stressed the fact that the case does not provide any information 
as to whether the J8o persons shot in Prague v/erc members of fully 
organised and recognised partisan forces, or merely civilians carrying 
firms, and also whether they v/erc shot arbitrarily or after a trial. He 
felt it of much importance th ,t facts of that kind should always be put 
before the Committee in order to be quite sure in cases in which the 
question of facts might be looked upon as ox a somewhat complicated 
character. He asked, therefore, whether the Cam.iittee would not agree 
to the re-opening of this case. 

Dr. KAYR-HARTING said that such a decision would place his National 
Office in a difficult position as the Wanted reports had already been 
sent out. He pointed out that his National Office had no information 
as to whether the trial was hold but he himself supposed it was not, and 
in order to clear up the difficulty, he suggested the Committee 1 s decision 
be re -considered and the accused listed n ’S' instead of on 'A'. 


Captain WOLFF, while su /porting the view expressed by Sir Robert 
Craig ie , was rf the opinion that the- charge itself should be supplemented 
by a definite statement indicating that there v/as no trial against the 
persons shot by the accused, if that was in fact the case.

Sir Robert Craigic felt that nly a simple letter of acknowledgement 
should have been sent to Mr, Barros, without stating that the natter will 
be considered by the appropriate Committee of this Commission.

It does not, therefore, provide grounds on which 
a fact finding body like Committee I (of the United Nations ar Crimes 
Commission) may state that a --rina facie case of guilt of a war crime 
has or has not been established! Furthermore , the United Kingdom 
Government has not, so far, endorsed the unilateral declaration of the 
Czechoslovak Governn/nt that they have been at ’./ar with Germany since 
October 1538. For chronological reasons, therefore, we cannot agree 
that this i3 a war crime, 

. c fully agree , however, that Dietz, who was guilty of a crime 
on Czechoslovak soil, should be transferred to the Czechoslovak 
authorities s a criminal, but not r.s a war criminal.

'Vi th regard to these- four accused, who arc charged with attempts 
to denationalise the inhabitants of occupied territory, M. DE BAER and 
Captain 'WOLFF expressed doubt wh> th> r •./hit they ware charged with con- 
stituted war crimes. Captai' ,'OLFF pointed out th t there must be made 
a distinction between violations of Internationa] law on the one hand and 
war crimes on the othot. Only such acts shoiid be treated as war crimes 
as shocked the conscience of humanity. 

Dr. iiAYR-HARTING expressed the. opinion that, as the Commission had 
accepted the attempt to denationalise the inhabitants of occupied te rritory 
as a war crime , (Appendix to Doc.1, N .-XII) it could not be denied that, 
in the present case, there w :rina facie evidence of this crime. 
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Captain 170LFF and M, DE BAER having declared the ns elves against 
putting the four accused, Eos. 6,7,9 and 20 on .i, it v.-as decided to 
put the question before the Legal Commission (ill) and to adjourn the 
case as far as these four accused were concerned.

T. Minutes of August 23rd, 1945 (No. 26). 

On the motion of Captain WOLFF it was decided to amend paragraph IV 
of Minutes No. 26 (page 2), para. 6 , sentence 2) to the effect that that 

sentence should read as follows: 

"We should seek to determine how the directive was applied 
in actual practice." 

II. Examination of new Cases. 

(1) Yugoslav oases.- The C<«nnittee decided upon 20 cases ( 1333-13M*- > 13*>4» 
and upon previously adjourned cases Nos. 4-61, 600, 601, 1152, 1268, 1265 
and 1243). Case No. 1339 was adjourned at the request of Dr. ZIVKOVIC to 
enable the National Office to transmit further information on the subject 
dealt with in this charge. 

(2) French cases. - Tlie Committee decided upon 16 oases (1345-1360). In 

regard to case No. 1345 it was decided to change the description of crimes 
on page 1 (see Dr. LITAWSKI's note). In regard to case No. 1355 the 

Committee decided to write to CR0WCASS for identification of all guards of 
the camp mentioned in the case. It was also decided to adjourn two cases, 
i.e., Nos. 1347 and 1359, the reasons for ad journment of the first one being

stated in Dr. Litawski's note, and the second one in accordance with a 
request made by Dr. MAIZZTEUX. 

(3) Luxembourg and British cases .- The Committee decided further on 
upon tliree Luxembourg (1361-1363) and six British oases (1365-1370). 

With reference to the British case, No. 1365, Mr* KENT explained that this 
case had been presented on the assumption that the victim was a national of 
the United Kingdom. 

IH. Sterilization in Germany ( Doc. 1/20) . 

The CHAUMAN presented the draft le tter, prepared by Or. SCHWELB, to 
be sent to the Commanding Officers in Germany.

Dr. Mayr-Harting pointed out that/k procedure outlined in the letter 
diminished the value of the list||of persons on the United Nations War 
Crimes Commission 1 s list. j 

Lord Wright suggested that Dr. Mayr-Harting should be asked to draft 
a letter from th&Cooaaission to the member Governments referring to the 
letter C.l 43 and^point out that though a distinction is drawn between 4 , 
persons listed on the lists of the United Nations War Crimes Commission (1) 
and persons not so listed ( 4 ), there was no express difference stated 
in the procedure in respect of the two types. 

If it is to be understood that persons ooming under $ ( persons not listed 
by the Commission) are to be handed over on receipt of a plain statement, this 
renders unnecessary the careful procedure adopted by the Commission, from the 
very beginning, and to some extent, at least, to render the work of the 
Comoission superfluous and nugatory. 

Dr. Mayr-Harting mentioned that the National Offices Conference had 
made recommendations on the question.

Col. Hodgson said that further information would be needed before such 
a step should be undertaken. [jThe letter was purely hypothetical and we should 
try as far as possible to reduce matters from hypothesis to actual practice^/ 

He thought that it would be preferable to put the question to the Foreign Office. 
The language of the letter was subject to administrative interpretation. 

M. de Baer agreed that it would be preferable to put the letter into the 
form of a question.

After discussion it was decided to propose merely the making of a general 
recomnendation for the continuation of Crowoass beyond the period of 1 end-1 ease. 

The Executive Secretary, Mr. Lyman, was asked to enquire of Crowcass 
what would be their attitude to the Commission taking charge of them. It was 
stated that there was no objection to reading paragraph II of Document 1/28 to them. 

With regard to paragraph III of l/2 8, Dr. Mayr-Harting asked why only 
the United States, Great Britain and France should be represented on the 
administration of Crowcas 3 , 

M. de Baer replied that otherwise the machinery would be top heavy. 

Dr. Mayr-Harting said that those three Powers with the possible addition 

of a 4th and 5th should represented the United Nations War Crimes Comnission 
as a Ccranittee.

to the recommendation contained therein* 

U* de Baer was asked to prepare a paper for the Commission on paragraphs 
I and II of Doo. 3/23, paragraphs III and IV being left out for the moment. 


VI. The question of two people listed on Key-Men List and 
wanted by G2. 

The Executive Secretary informed the Committee that Col. Palfrey had 
'phoned that two persons who are on our lists were also asked for by G2* 
It was proposed to answer that there was no objection of placing anybody

I. Minutes of August 1st. 1945 (No. 21) 

On the motion of the Chairman it was decided to amend paragraph IV of 
Minutes No. 21 to the effect that it reads as follows : 

"IV. Crimes committed against Germans and Austrians ( Doc. 1/18) 

Col. Hodgson reported that he had approached Mr. Justice Jaokson who 
had read Doc. i/ld with great interest. He (Mr. Justice Jackson) wished to 
study the matter; the final attitude depended on the outcome of the 
negotiations which are in progress. Mr. Fahy, Solicitor-General of the 
United States who was acting as legal advisor to the U.S. Control Croup 
(Germany), would also be greatly interested in these oases. The Military 
Government Courts act as successors to the German courts and Austrian 
courts. They had, therefore, jurisdiction to try these oases. 

It had been suggested that Col. Hodgson write to Mr. Fahy. 

Colonel Hodgson was asked by the Committee to act accordingly and the 
Committee decided to wait until a reply from Mr. Fahy will be fbrtbooming. " 

II. Crimes committed in the Belsen Concentration camp 


Lord WRIGHT stated that the trial against Kramer and/other members of the 
Belsen Concentration Camp staff will begin soon and that it would be appropriate 
to have the names of the accused listed by the Commission. All the names 
with sufficient particulars, have been supplied to the Ccnroission. Lord Wright 
proposed that these persons should be listed on a "commission charge". 

M. de BAER agreed and proposed that a new list of War Criminals should 
be closed including all names listed by last Thursday and the names contained in the 
Comnission charge re Belsen, proposed by Lord Wright, 

This was unanimously agreed to and Dr. Mayx^Harting drew attention to the 
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Czechoslovak charge against Kramer (No. 867/Cz/G/l6) dealing with a crime 
committed by him at Dachau. Dr. Zivkovic mentioned that he was in a 
position to lay before the Committee a new charge, which, inter alia , also 
referred to orimes committed at Belsen. (Note: This charge was later 
numbered 1264). 

It was decided to ask Col. Wade to furnish copies of these two charges 
to the English Attorney General's Office. 

In oonneotion with the closing of a new list, implied in this decision. 

Col. Wade drew attention to wishes expressed by fUnotionarles of Crowoass 
as to the dates to be mentioned in the Lists of War Criminals, particularly the 
Christian names of the aocused and the places where the crime had been cam nit ted. 

M. de BAER replied that these data*were being published wherever they 
were known. 

Lord WEIGHT mentioned the necessity of publishing addenda to the Lists 
of War Criminals, containing additional information eventually collected. 

The Secretariat (Secretary General) was asked to undertake this work in 
conjunction with the Research Office. 

III. Proceedings in individual oases 

The Committee decided upon one Luxembourg cue f 1221) and adjourned two 
(1219, 1220). It decided upon one Belgian addendum (630) and six Belgian oases 
(1222 - 1226, 1249) and one Norwegian case ( 1^50). It decided upon 23 
new Yugoslav cases (1227 - 124 2, 1244 - 1248 and 1264) and one case that 
previously had been partly adjourned ( 1145). The case 1243 was adjourned, the oase 
1248 was adjourned as to the accused 1 to 8. 

The French oases 947 (Staff des Militarbefehlshabers in Franhreich) and 
1033 (Italian submarine oase) were adjourned because of the absence of a 
representative of France. 

IV. Crimes committed by Bermans and Austrians against German and 

Austrian nationals. 

M. de BAER read the following letter dated August 7th, 1945 , which he 
had received from Col. Hodgson : 

"At the August 1st meeting of Committee I, I reported that I had discussed 
with Ur. Justice Jackson the dossiers filed with the Commission by the 
Association of Democratic German Lawyers. These dossiers cover alleged offences 
conmitted by Germans against Germans in Germany. Two courses of action were 
reported to the Committee; first, that possibly (depending on the outcome of the 
present negotiations) the mentioned cases eould be made use of in the trial of the 
soc ailed major war criminals as examples of the offences committed by the Germans 
against their own nationals in Germany, and, second, that, inasmuch as the 
Military Government Courts in Germany have jurisdiction to try oases of offences 
under German law conmitted prior to the occupation, the oases could be reported to 
The Honorable Charles Fahy, legal advisor to the United States Control Group 
(Germany), tp the end that prosecutions be instituted in suoh courts. The 
Committee approved both courses, and I am awaiting reoeipt from the Secretariat 
of copies of the cases to be sent to Mr, Fahy. 

Since then line cases have been discussed again with the Office of the 
United States Chief of Counsel, and I have reoeived a memorandum concerning them, 

A copy is enclosed for the information of the Committee.” 

He further read a "Memorandum for Colonel Hodgson" dated August 6th, 1945, 
by Colonel Bemays, U.S. General Staff Corps, which was to the following effect : 

"2. As you know. Justice Jacteon's mission can make only very limited 
use of individual atrocity oases. However, if the group which presented the 
cases summarized in the referenced paper have enough material for the purpose, an! 
are willing to do so, they might present a sumnarization of these cases, 
approf riately documented, to your Coianission, and the latter could then transmit 
that data to Mr. Justice Jackson if it is of a character approved by your 
Commission.

I. Proceedings in individual cases 

The Committee decided upon 3 Yugoslav addenda (379, 889 and 1010) and partly 
38 Yugoslav new cases (1121 - 1126, 1128 - 1131, 1133 - 1142, 1144- - 1145( partly,/ 
adjourned) , 1146 - 114-9, 1151 - Hoi, 1163). It adjourned the following 
Yugoslav cases: 1127, 1132, 1143, 114-5 (partly, partly decided), 1150, 1162. 

The Committee further decided upon one French addendum (849) and upon 51 
French new cases (H 65 - 1184, 1186 - 1209, 1210 (partly, partly adjourned), 

1211 - 1214, 1216 and 1217). The case II 65 was withdrawn and two French cases 
were adjourned (H 85 , 1215). The consideration of the French case 947 (Staff 
of the Militarbefehlshaber in France)was also adjourned for next week. 

The Committee also decided the Greek case No. 1218. 

The Yugoslav case 1143 (debasing of currency and similar activities) was 
adjourned in order to enable the Yugoslav National Office to give more details 
both about the facts which they consider to constitute the offence of "debasing 
of currency" and about the "exorbitant contributions" imposed on the population. 

When the French case No. H 65 (murder of American airmen on French territory) 
was discussed. Col. Hodgson raised objections similar to those recorded in the 
Minutes No. 13, dated k6th June, 1945, with regard to the B^gian cases 6 C 2 , 604 
and 875. The Committee decided to adjourn case H 65 , but later in the 
proceedings Dr. Mal6zieux v/ithdrew the case on behalf of the Frenoh National 
Office. 

In connection with the case 1174, it was pointed out by Mr. Beaumont that 
the case should be conveyed to the British National Office. It was decided 
that this should be done and Mr. Beaumont consented to hand over his copy 
to the British National Office. 
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II. The Trial against Kramer and others ( Doc. l/2l) 


The chairman opened the debate on Doc. l/21. 

Mr. Beaumont said he could not answer the question at present. 

Col. Hodgson saw no legal objection. 

Lord Wright expressed the view that this was no business of the 
Commission and that he regarded the proposal as a luxury of doubtful 
praotical utility. It would be only a matter of grace on the part of the 
military authorities.

Mr. Schwelb, Legal Of floor , explained that he had not had in mind 
that the Camnission should send to the trial persons who would act as 
officers of the Court, but under observer he meant a member in the audience 
in a public trial.

The draft report 1/13 by Dr. Litawski, as amended by I/19A (Dr. Mayr- 
Harting) was agreed to. It will be circulated as a Commission document. 

IV. Crimes oonanitted against Germans and Austrians (Doc. 1/18) 

Col. Hodgson reported that he had approached Mr. Justice Jackson who had 
read Doc. 1/18 with great interest. He (Mr. Justioe Jackson) wished to 
study the matter; the final attitude depended on the outcome of the 
negotiations which are in progress. Mr. Fahy, Solicitor-General of the 
United States, would also be greatly interested in these cases. The Military 
Government Courts act as successors to the German courts. They had, therefore, 
jurisdiction to try these cases. Col. Hodgson had been authorised by 
Mr. Justice Jackson to write to the Solicitor-General of the U.S.A. and refer 
to this authorization. 

Colonel Hodgson was asked by the Committee to aot accordingly and the 
Committee decided to wait until a reply from Mr. Fahy wijl be forthcoming.

I. Proceedings in individual cases. 

The Committee decided on 13 French oases (Nos. 624, 1046 - 1032, 

1034 - 1060) and adjourned two (Nos. 732 and 1033). It furthe decided 
on 1 Yugoslav addendum (321) and 13 new Yugoslav cases (1061 to 1063, 

1067 to 1074). It also decided upon an addendum to the oase No. 1063 
presented to the Comnittee by Dr. Zivkovic during the meeting. It adjourned 
the Yugoslav oase No. 1066. 

The decision on the French oase No. 624 (members of German oourt martial 
at Dax and others) is, as far as the members of the oourt martial are concerned, 
based on the prima facie proof that the accused members of the court 
condemned to death captured members of the F.F.I. for the sole reason of this 
membership. 

The French case No. 732 (addenda to the Natzweiler charge) was adjourned 
because the French National Office will furnish further information and 
particulars. 

The French case No. 1038 (poisoning of Jewish children in the concentration 
camp Neuengamne)was decided and the accused (Heissmeier) put on A after 
Dr. Malesieux Had stated that among the viotima had been children of Allied 
nationality. 

The Yugoslav case No. 1066 (crimes ocramitted by tobacconist in his shop) 
was adjourned, after discussion, the oharaoter of the crimes as war crimes 
having been questioned. 

II. Information to National Offices about cases of great importance. 

S&L. Mayr-Harting drew attention to the fact that the proceedings of 
different National Offices often differ in questions of very great similarity, 
e.g. the Czechoslovak Government bad charged about 2,000 people in connection 
with Oswiecim - Raj she, while the Netherlands had charged only about 20 persons 
for Terepin. He submitted that similar discrepancies were due to the lack 
of mutual information. M. de Baer and Dr. Lltawaki , Legal Officer, pointed 

out that in their opinion this was due not so much to the lack of information 




but to a difference of policy. 

It was decided that Dr. Litawski should draw up and circulate 
a summary of the Czechoslovak charge No. 952 and of the way it had been 
decided by Conmittee I.

Part 1; Adjourned Cases 

(a) The Prencn case 94-7 (Staff of Militarbefelilshaber in France) 

Px'ofessoi’ GROS expressed his desii*e boat the discussion on tills case 
(see minutes iios. 15, 10 Mid 17 , the Summary of Information No. 31 and 
Document ]/ 1C) should be re-opened. He 3aid that tiie charge was in effect 
based on the facts collected 

(i) in the Official Report by the Inter-Allied Sub-Committee on 
Dispossession; and 

(ii) in tiie Reports (Summaries of Information) of tlie Research 
Department of this Commission dealing with the problem of 
looting. 

It was only due to a mistake in typing tiiat tiie reference to these two sources 
iiad been left out in the charge 94-7. Pi’ofessor Gros added that tiie Inter- 
Allied Sub-Committee (i) liad been appointed on an official level by all the 
Governments after tiie Inter-Allied Declaration of January 5tn, 1943 and read 
out the last two paragraphs of this Declaration. (Note: An extract from 
tiie Declaration is being circulated bo members of Committee I in Document 
i/15) Professor Gros rent on to say tiiat the result of tiie enquiry by the 
Inter-Allied Sub-Coi unit tee • re port of 47 pages which was in tiie hands 
of the Foreign Offices of ill tiie member government-. Tiie Soviet Union 
was also represented or. Am L.ter-Allica Sub-Corn dttee. Tiie Report was a 
com. let e recoixL of everythin tiiat ,iad been done in Europe by way of dis- 
possession and loot in -.nil ie (Professor Gros)* could not suppose tint this 
v luable report, was oovo red oj duns. read out: tne names of tin 








prominent allied experts who iiad been serving on tne Inter-Allied Sub- 
committee and declared chat ne would write to Mr. Gregory, the head 
of the United Kingdom Trading with tne Enemy Department asking him 
to consent to circulating this report to the members of Comudttee I. 

Having further regard to the valuable reports by Colonel Wade 
iie (Professor Gres) liuu thought tiiat there was no further necessity of 
arguing the case. 

Professor Gros referred to Mr. Justice Jackson’s report and 
expressed the opinion tint the persons named in the document attache! 
to the ciiarge No. 94 7 were all members of a "unit" which was collect- 
ively responsible. It was difficult to make a difference between the 
head of the section, the deputy head and other officials. The principle 
of collective criminality and collective responsibility must be applied 
to tiie case. All tiie named persons were executants of a German policy 
of dispossession. Before circulating tiie report of the Inter-Allied 
Sub-Commission, lie ‘wanted a preliminary discussion of tile question 
whether 1 the principle of collective responsibility was applicable. 
Finally, Professor Gres also referred to tiie statement made by the Under- 
secretary of State, Ministry of Economic Warfare, Mr. Dingle Foot, in 
tiie House of Commons on October 26th, 1944. 

Monsieur de BAER was of opinion that the discussion would 
be more useful, if tiie Committee liad the Inter-Allied report before it. 

Lord WRIGIiT agreed and said tiiat we might resume the discuss- 
ion in a week, when, we have got tiie Report.

Lists of Key men 

The Legal Office (Dr. idtawski) reported on the preparation of a 
list of Italian key-men. 

Colonel HODGSON expressed doubts as to whether the considerations 
which were applicable in the case of the Gexanan Key-Hen Lists. Nog. 7 & 9 
were applicable in the present case. While the Commission, when 
producing the two lists of German Key men, hid had before it a very 
great number of particular charges against Germans, preferred by the 
National Offices concerned, the Commission had, so far, dealt only with 
comparatively few cas s against Italians. He proposed to defer the 
decision ab ut the production of a list of Italian Key-men. 

Lord i/RIGHT was in full agreement with Col. Hodgson’s view, and 
doubted whether the Italians were as systematic in atrocities as the 
Germans have been. He pointed out that we had got to get a sufficient 
number of individual cases before producing a li. t of key-men. 

Dr. ZrVKOVIC, while answering In the affirmative the question 
whether the Italians had been as systematic in atrocities as the Germans, 
did not oppose the proposal to defer the question of a list of Italian 
Key-men, -ana it was so decided nemine c ontradicente . 

Dr. LH’AiVSKI reported on the preparations with regard to a list of 
Hungarian key-men, and out of the reasons ex lained in Doc. l/9, proposed 
not to produce such a list. This was agreed to. Dr. Id taws Id. finally 
reported that a further list of German key-men would be prepared for the 
next meeting of the Committee.

The Legal Officer, Dr. Litawski, reported on the lists of German, 

Italian and Hungarian key men which were being prepared and submitted 
that a special meeting of Committee I to deal vrith them, will have to be 
summoned next week, 

2, Proceedings in individual cases 

The Committee decided upon 1 Norwegian, 1 Canadian, 27 Vrenofe and 
9 Yugoslav cases and adjourned one French case (947) and one Yugoslav 
case (940). The United Kingdom oases 944 et sen. were adjourned on the 
request of Mr. Kent, 

In the Canadian case 94& item 1 was placed on A- 2 and 5 provisionally 
on C 9 Lt. Colonel MacDonald (Canadian National Office; declaring that he 
would further enquire into the matter. 

In the Fr^enoh oases 913 and 924 the fact that some of the accused are 
reported to have comuitted suioide or to have been killed will be marked in the 
Miscellaneous column of the Commission's list. 

In the case 912, Col. Wade pointed out that the Division had ohanged its 
nianber but that the regiment has retained it. 

In the case 514, Col. Jade reported that Brum is not known to the 
military authorities as a German general. 

In the case 915 (Division "Das Reich"), after a discussion in which Cot. 
Wolff, Lord Wright, M. de Baer, Monsieur Malezieux (French National Office), 
and Dr. Mayr-Harting took part, I!, ae liner proposed to interpret the charge 
as a charge against the named persons. This was unanimously agreed to and it 
was decided to put all named persons on A. 

The case 951 (Xlth P&nzer Division) was distinguished from the case 915 
and it Y/as unanimously decided to place all named individuals on S. 

In the case 947 (the v/hole Staff of the German Militaerbefehl3haber in 
Frankreich ) it was pointed out by Col. ,.ade that the French charge went only 
as far as to the heads of the German occupying authorities in France ana he 
drew attention to the Summary of Information No. Id explaining the German looting 
organiBati<$Hyits top-level. 

Dr. Mayr-Harting said it would be useful to make the information contained 
in the French charge available to the other National Offices and to inform them 
also of the decision <bf Conmittee I on the charge for guidance. 


It was decided that the case will be adjourned in order to enable the 
French National Office :

It was decided to put all accused on A. 


In the case 935 the Legal Offioer, Mr. Schwelb, pointed out that 
most of the places where the orimes had been coornitted (Trieste, Gorlsia, 
Rijeka, Pol a) were in territory which before this wad formed part of Italy, 


Mr. Zivkovio explained that both former Italian and Italian occupied 
Yugoslav territory were admini^ered as one area and that the crimes were 
committed against Yugoslavs there.

Prooeedinfls in Individual oases 

The Ccmnittee decided upon twelve Belgian and two Yugoslav oases. 

The Ccmnittee unanimously decided to put on the appropriate lists all, the 
persons or units charged in the Belgian oaBes Nos. 894, 895, 896 , 897, 900, 901, 

902 and 903. 

- In the oase No. 898, it was decided to change the description of the unit 
given by the Belgian National Office: 1st S.8. Panxerdi vision, Leibstandarte Adolf 
Hitler and list it on C and also to add the names of two possible commanders of 
this unit, i.e. Dietrich, Sepp, and Kuna, and put them on S List. 

In the oase No. 893, it was decided to ask the Belgian National Office if 
they are charging all the personnel of the Geheime Peldpolisei, the Kreiskosmandatur 
and of the prison at Charleroi as units or merely these members of those units named 
in the oharge. In the meantime the named persons are to be listed on A and the 
personnel on C. 

It was decided to regard the case No. 899 as an additif te the previous Belgian 
oase No. 877 • 

like oase No. 907 was adjourned, and it was decided to ask the Belgian National 
'Offioe for explanations if the persons named in this oase participated in the crimes 
or were mentioned merely as members of the given unit.

5. Italian and Hungarian Key-men Lists; Discussion on this matter (Memorandum 
I/ 9 ) has been adjourned until next Wednesday, and it was deoided to ask Dr. Zivkovic 
to attend the next meeting for this purpose. 

6. Questions of organisation (Doc, l/l ) : This item was adjourned. 

7. Other business: Dr. Litawski presented to the Committee a letter from S.H.A.S.F. 
concerning the responsibility for war crimes of Dorptmueller, German Minister for 
Transport. It was deoided to refer the matter to the Commission.

l) Proceedings in individual oases 

The Coninittee decided upon twenty-two Belgian and three Yugoslav 
cases. It decided upon one Commission charge, and adjourned three 
Belgian oases. 

In the cases 602, 60 4 and 875, Colonel HODGSON (ll.S.A.) said that 
these cases were concerned with crimes committed against United States 
nationals only. There were no Belgian victims. Because the crimes 
concerned were cocuAtted against United States military personnel engaged 
/the in/execution of military operations, the United States would claim 

jurisdiction over them. Colonel Hodgson quoted the second paragraph 
of the Document C.52(l) which reads as follows: 

"It is recognised that a military commander of an army in 
"campaign lias full power to constitute military tribunals and to 
"try all offences against or affecting such army or arising out 
"of or incident to the operations of the enemy or persons aiding 
"or assisting the enemy. It is recognised also that a military 
"commander of an army in occupation of enemy territory has full 
"po*er to constitute military tribunals and to try all cases 
"involving the safety of his army or the maintenance of law and 
"order. Accordingly, such offences and oases are not within the 
"rurview of the recommendation contained herein and the 
"recommendation is not to be considered as a limitation of these 
"principles or as a restriction upon the mentioned powers of such 
"military ccmm«nders . " 

The Chairman (M. de BAER) said that he was absolutely in agreement 
with Colonel Hodgson. In his opinion the reason for the Belgian 
Government bringing up these cases to the Commission was to bring them 
to the notice of the United States authorities, and to show that they 
were quite ready to take charge of them. He thought that the Belgian 
Government would agree to the assumption of jurisdiction by American 
Military Courts about these crimes. 

M. GOLSTEIN (Belgian National Office) thought that in view of the 
fact that the crimes were com.. At ted on Belgian soil, an agreement between 
the Belgian and United States Governments should be reached, and the 
proceedings of Committee I about these cases wwm adjourned. 

The CHAIRMAN proposed the indefinite adjourment of the three 
cases. 

Colonel HODGSON read the following statement: 

"In the absence of special circumstances the policy of the 
"United States Government will be itself to try cases of war 
"crimes comiaitted specifically against United States nationals. 

’ It i 3 , however, recognizee that there may be occasions when it 
"will be desirable for reasons of policy to have the trial before 
"a mixed military tribunal, composed of officers of one or more 
"of the Allies."

"I wish to make it clear that in oases of the type under 
"discussion the United States Government reserves the right 
"to demand that the acoused be delivered to it for 
"prosecution, irrespective of the fact that the case may have 
"been filed with the Commission by some other Government." 

Lord FINLAY expressed the opinion that Conmittee I could state 
that there was a prima facie case against all the accused in these 
three cases, that they could be put on List A and held in reserve. 

* 

Colonel HODGSON stated tliat he would prefer the prooedure 
proposed by the Chairman, that was - to hold the three cases in 
susrense. He added that he appreciated the action of the Belgian 
Government in bringing the crimes to the notice of the United States 
authorities. 

The Conmittee then unanimously ddcided that the cases 602 , 601*. 
and 875 would be held in suspense on request of the United States 
representative, who claimed jurisdiction 'for United States Military 
Courts. 

In the case 628 (the Belgian Oswiegim charge) in which the 
Belgian National Office had filed with Committee I a copy of the 
Soviet State Commission* s Report on the case, M. GOLSTEIN declared 
/prefer tliat he would/pMfM*- an additional charge to ut on the Cpnmission' s 

list those people named in the Russian Report who have not yet been 
charged by the Belgian Rational Office, 

In the case 877 a discussion arose as to whether the unit mentioned 
under item 7 should be placed on "S" or on "A". Captain WOLFF 
suggested that the unit should be put on "S" . 

referred to 

Lord F-iivLAY «*cm the opinion arrived at in the similar 
French case 798. In that case it was decided by a majority 
(Lord Wright, Lord Finlay, Professor Gros; M. de Baer and 
Capt. Wolff dissenting), that the company of the S.S. Division 
"Das Reich" should be put on the "A" Unit List, (see Minutes No. 8 
of 16th May, as amended in Minutes No. 10 of 23rd May, Item 2). 

Captain WOLFF still felt it would be better not to extend the 
unit rule to a case like this. 

Colonel HODGSON supported the view expressed by Capt. Wolff, 
particularly frcni the point of view of the people receiving the 
List; it might reflect on the List. Colonel Hodgson proposed that 
the Committee should restrict the decision arrived at in the case 
798 to that particular case, and that the decision on the case 798 
should not be considered as a general rule. 

Lord FINLAY said that he shared the opinion that each case must 
be treated on its own merits, and that he agreed tliat in the present 
case, 877, the Unit mentioned in item 7 of the charge should be put 
on "S". 

It was unanimously decided to put the Unit on "S" . 

In the case 878, Col. WADE suggested that Rudolf Rathke, 
Oberfeldwebel Volkssturm, Gau 18, should be added to List "W", both 
in this case, 878, and in the case 630. 


It was so decided. 
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In the case 879 the question was raised as to whether the so- 
called' scorched earth' policy constituted a war crime. The 
Committee adopted the view that there was a prime faoie case which, 
of course, could be displaced by the defence of military necessity. 
Colonel HODGSON pointed out that military necessity is on no account 
a defence for murder. 

In the case 880, it was decided on the motion of the Chairman 
to add the following three men to the list and put them on "A 1 *;

In the case 884, which concerns the crimes of Bands, it was

In the case 885 it was decided to notify the Polish National 
Office . 

In the Yugoslav case 890 (General RQATTA and others) it was 
decided to nut all accused on "A* except LUZZI (or LUCI) - item 
3 of the charge - and LUZZI on "S*. The Legal Officer drew the 
attention of Dr. Zivkovic to the fact that sane Italian officers 
mentioned in a statement of the Italian witness as having committed 
abominable crimes were not charged in the case drawn up by the 
Yugoslav National Office . Dr. ZIVKOVIC said that he would submit 
to the Commission an additional charge. 

In the Ccmrdssion charge against the people responsible Cor the 
mercy-killing organization, Beelitzstiftung, it was decided to out 
all accused on "A". 


2) Reclassification of French charges. 

The Commission decided upon the re ort No. 1 (Doc. 1/5) submitted 
by the Legal Officer, Hr. Schwelb, and nut the people charged in the 
Charges No. 8, 54, 55, 56 57-58, 59, 64, 185 and 196 on List "A", 
while leaving the decision of Charge No. 49 for the time being 
unaltered ("C"). 


3 ) Closing of List No. 10. 

The Chief Clerk, Miss Pittendrigh, proposed that a new List 
(List No. 10) be closed on that day. The List would be available 
for approval by Canmittee I anci the Commission within a fortnight. 


4) Summarie s of Inf ormation by Col . Wade . 

Committee I discussed the question whether it should proceed on 
its own initiative to draw up Commission charges based on the 
Suiunaries of Infoxm&tion referring to: (a) Belsen Concentration 
Camp, (b) the looting of macliinery, (c) leading officers of 
concentration camps, (d) Sauckel, Speer, and Dorsch. 
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It was decided that no action should be taken by the Commission 
on these four documents, because it is expected that the French 
National Office will submit charges regarding (a) and (b), and that 
charges regarding these two points and (c) will be forthcoming also 
from other National Offices. Charges against Sauckel and Speer have 
already been preferred by some National Offices in connection with 
the imposition of forced labour and the ordering of deportations. 


5 ) Note by Col, .fade and Mr. Schwelb about material submitted 

by military authorities. (Doc. 1/6) 

During the discussion of this paper, it was pointed out by 
the CHAIRMAN, Col. HODGSON and Lord WRIGHT that the only object of 
Commission lists is to fill gaps, and that the Commission should use 
its extraordinary power to draw up Commission charges in extra- 
ordinary cases only, but the Committee expressed its approval of 
the mode of procedure proposed by Col. Wade and Mr. Schwelb as 
pointed out in 1/6, paragraphs 1, 2 and 3* With regard to 
paragraph 3* it was decided to leave out the words "at its next 
meeting" , and insert instead the words "at the earliest possible 
moment" . 


6) Letter from the Hebrew Committee of National Liberation regarding 
the Grand Mufti Hadj Amin al-Husseini. 

After discussion it was decided to inform the Hebrew Committee 
of National Liberation that the Coranittee deals with charges brought 
before it by National Offices and not by private organizations. 


7 ) questions referred to Com, at tee I by Comdttee II . 

This item was adjourned.

The meeting of Committee I wan devoted to the preparation of the 
Conference of National Offices to be held on 31st May and June 1st and 2nd. 

Colonel HODGSON pointed out that the following questions will have 
to be settled: the publioity to be given to the Conference; the appoint- 
ment of a Steering Comnittee; the time to be scheduled; the appointment 
of rapporteurs ; and papers to be circulated in advance. 

The Conmittee decided on the election of the following rapporteurs, 
and settled the time-table of the Conference thua:- 


On Thursday. May 31st, at 11.30 a.m. , the first meeting of the 
Conference would take place, and the Chairman of the Comaiasion, 

Lord Wright, would deliver a speech a f welcome. The time up to the 
dosing of the morning session would be filled by replies by delegates 
and the distribution of papers prepared by the rapporteurs.

The Chairman of Committee I, M. de BAJER, said that it would be 
useful to increase the number of members of Committee I, and proposed 
to elect Dr. Eder, (Czechoslovakia) , to the membership of Committee I. 
Dr. de MOOR and Captain WOLFF endorsed the proposal. No objection 
was raised, and it was decided that the election of Dr. Eder to the 
membership of Committee I should be moved in the Commission that 
afternoon.

In connection v/itli the Yugoslav case 84# (Bastianini, Barbora 
and Butti), Dr. ZIVKQVIC (Yugoslavia) ex l'ained the case, and produced 
n photostat of the Ordinance issued by Bastianini on 7th June, 1942, 
which he will subsecjuently attach to the ciuirge. The ^gai Officer, 

( Dr. Jo!. we lb) , asked Dr. Zivkovio whether he oould supplement the 
charge, as far as it referred to Barbera and Butti, by a statement saying 
that their jurisdiction referred to Jugoslav territory. 

Dr, ZIY CVIC sup lamented charge 848 with the following note:

When the United Kingdom charge 837 (Concentration Camp, 
Oranieritmrg) was disoussed, the Legal Officer said that before the 
Polish charge 8 43 regarding Oranienburg had been submitted, he had 
made up a note on the personnel of the Concentration Camp at 
Oranienburg contained in the Czechoslovak oharge 3, and in the 
United Kingdom oharge 837 , and had sent his note to the British and 
Czechoslovak National Offices. The Committee decided that the 
names on all three oharges relating to the Concentration Camp at 
Oranienburg should be checked up against eaoh other. 


4) Grimes oomnltted by Germans aga in st their own nationals (Cases 
submitted by the Association S’ German Democrat io tasyerB in 
Great Britain). 

The Coomittee continued the general discussion of these oases 
which had been adjourned in the meeting of Nay 2nd (see Minutes 
No. 6), and. after a debate in whioh the Chairman, Dr. de Moor, 

Lord Finlay and the Secretary General took part, it was decided: 

(i) that a letter should be sent to the Foreign Oi'fioe exploring 
the view of the British Government regarding the activities of the 
Commission oonoeming oases of this character; 

(ii) the Committee took note of the fact that Lord Finlay very 
kindly assented to enquire into the question personally; 

(ill) it was deoided to write to the Association of German Democratic 
Lawyers in Great Britain saying that the Commission were exploring 
the situation. 


3) List of War Criminals No. 9 . ^Second List of Key Criminals). 


The Chairman submitted the Introduction to the List for approval 
by Committee I, and expressed his opinion that the people put on 
this list should not be designated' war criminals 1 . He said that he 

personally favoured the seoond alternative of the draft Introduction. 


Mr. OLDHAM was against o hanging the title of the seoond Key 
/ana List as against the first Key List. Lord WRIGHT)^ Captain WOLFF 

both expressed their opinion to the effect that we should stiak to 
the designation 'War Criminals'. Monsieur de BAER said that after 
what Mr. Oldham, Lord Wright and Captain Wolff had said he was out- 
voted. 


Lard Finlay said that the British War Office had objected to 
the fourth paragraph of the Preface to List No. 7 share it was said 
that ths"agenoies charged by the Government a with responsibility 
for apprehension of war criminals should, if tbs names of the accused 
persons do not appear in one of the Commission' s other Lists at tbs 
instance of a Gover nm ent, apply to tbs Commission for instructions 
as to their disposal . " The British War Office were of the opinion that 
instructions should be given by the Governments and not by the 
Commission. 

Monsieur ds Baer said the Commission should point out the 
absolute neoessily of the Uhited Nations to indict war criminals. 

There seemed to be an intention to ore ate a Uhited Nations Military 
Court. The Coranisslon should be given power to indict. 

Lord Wright said it was our duly to compile these Lists (List 
No. 7 A No. 9 )’ We oould leave in uncertainty far the moment what 
was to be done with the people on these Lists if they are apprehended.

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Monsieur da BAER said that having produced these Lists we 
should produce a constructive soheme of dealing with the persons 
listed on them. 

Captain WOLFF said it would not be illogioal to apply to the 
Commission for instructions. Lord WRIGHT Concurred with this view.

Mr. 0U2HAM pointed out that first we were to indict the war 
criminals, then the National Offices were charged with this task, 
but residual power still stays with the Canada s ion to o over oases 
not covered by the National Of floes. 

Dr. de MOOR agreed with Mr. °ldham'a view, but added that 
unhappily making Lists is the end of our task. We have not got 
the right to indict , and he was much afraid we shall never get it. 

As to the paragraph in the Preface to List No. 7, Dr. de Moor 
said that we could leave it out. 

Lord WRIGHT said he did not know whether the other Offioes 
shared the view of the British War Office. Applying for instructions 
does mean that we are the central offioe to which application should 
be made. Hie did not feel the slightest desire to go back on what 
had been decided. We ought to stick to the scheme adopted, which 
was the right scheme. 

Lord FINLAY said he would report to the War Offioe and inform 
them of ihat the Chairman had said, and if they want to raise 
serious objections they should do so in writing.

6) Making up a List of S.S. personnel 

Dr. SCHWELB reported that Col. WADE, Dr. L1TAWSKI and himself 
had considered the possibility of making up a list of S.S. man not 
included in Lists f or 9, and containing persons who were not on the 
level of being classified as key men. 

Colonel WADE added that a list of Camp Commandants of Con- 
centration Camps oould be added to this list. 

Monsieur de BAER supported the idea, and it was decided that a 
list of S.S. men should be produoed. 

The discussion centered round the question as to whether this 
S.S. List should be called a List of War Criminals or List of 
Suspects or Summary of Information. It was decided to give it 
the name "List of Suspeots". 


The Camp Commandants will be listed as War Criminals. 



Dr* Litawaki asked whether he should start mnW-tng up a further 
list of key men, particularly Italians and Hungarians. This was 
agreed to.

1) Proceedings In individual oases . 

The Committee decided upon the oases submitted in the manner recorded 
by the Chief Cleric in the official files and in the Reports: 

Franoe No. 3 
Nomey No. 3 

In connection with case No. 498, the Chairman (M. de BAER) pointed 
out that it *111 be advisable to make up a special list of units which have 
been put on "C" . In the introductory note to this list it should be 
pointed out that the oases are quite incomplete and that in respect of 
them a proper investigation has to be made by a proper authority. 

Dealing with the differences between "C" lists, "S" lists and "A" unit lists 
the Chairman said that in his opinion the fact that somebody has been Fut 
on "A" means that he pr the unit will be sent back to the country demanding 
him. 

M. GROS drew the attention of the Committee to the fact that as far 
as he was aware nobody has been sent to the oountzy demanding specified 
criminals, e. g. nobody has been handed over to France. 

Mr. OLDHAM said that we do not know so far which authorities get our 
lists, and we do not know how they act upon them. 

Lord WRIGHT expressed the opinion that we must keep the major criminals 
/but in suspense/ apart from this, if a listed man is a prisoner of war, he ought 

to be sent back to the oountzy demanding him. 

M. GROS repeated that nobody has been sent back so far, and mentioned 
the oase of Goering who, on the motion of two countries represented on 
the Commission, has been put on List "A". 

Col. HODGSON said that subject to the Moscow Declaration, as far as 
it referred to the criminals whose offences have no particular geographical 
location, the names of people on "A" are listed as claimed by a 
particular country and ultimately will be sent baok. As yet the time 
had not yet arrived, but eventually the time will came. There are only 
two exceptions to this rule: (1) People who might, ooms within the terms 
of the Mosoow Declaration; and (2) Persons who ax's wanted by two or more 
different countries. This question must be decided unless the countries 
agree amongst themselves. 

M. de BAER drew the attention of the Committee to the difference 
between oases like Oradaur-sur-Glane where all the members have participated 
in the crime, and a list of suspects which is adequate for oases where the 
crime has not been committed by the entire unit. 

Mr. OIDHAM raised again the question ed to what will happen to those 
held on behalf of e. g. Buohenwald, where several nations claim to get hold 
/agreement of tham, and where therefore, some/ emeus is neoessary. Oradour-sur- 
Glane was a purely French oase, and no doubt the people arrested in 
connection with this crime should be sent to Franoe. 
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Loid WRIGHT said that we must allow some latitude of time. It ~ie only 
one week or so since the war had ended, and the Allied military authorities 
are engaged in changing over from strategic military operations to military 
government operations. They must have some time. 

M. GROS: Oradour-sur-Glane is a test case. 

Lord WRIGHT: Oradour-sur-Glane is a very good oase. 

Col. HODGSON said that all the questions oould be cleared up by 
conversations. We must be patient. The military authorities are very 
busy in changing over from tactical operations to military government 
operations. 

M. GROS mentioned the SS. Div. "Das Reioh" , and asked whether the 
Allied authorities are prepared to give us (France) the whole Division. 

Ur. OLDHAM pointed out that a certain amount of demobilisation is 
proceeding. 

Lord WRIGHT said that a meeting with the military authorities should 
be held within a week or two, and added;- the matter lie subject to 
this, that we make up our mind what are the proposals to be laid before 
the military authorities. 

M. de BAER said that in the first meeting which had been held at the 
time it was the general assumption that all people who are on "A" will be 
handed over when SHAEF gets hold of them. 

M. GROS: We oould make the investigation at the place where the 
Division is. 

Lord YfRIGHT supported the proposed to extract a list of units which 
have been listed. If we can get that list of units it raises particular 
problems of its own. The general problem will be: what machinery is 
/to bo being put into effect whereby the people are/sent to the country demanding 

them? 

Col. HODGSON: I stated my own personal view. SHAEF operates according 
to directions they get from the Governments. 

Mr. OLDHAM: We could not prevent them. 

The Legal Officer, Dr. Scnwelb, was charged with the task of making 
up a special Units List. 

While the case 2f94 was being discussed, M. GROS agreed to alter the 
charge by replacing the words "presuned guilty" by the words "accused by 
Horn" . 

In connection with the case 799, it was pointed out by M. GROS that 
it will be advisable to keep the order presented in this case in evidence, 
when we review the orders given by German authorities with regard to 
general destruction. M. Gros also supplemented the charge No. 799 by 
inserting the name of Adolf Hitler, whom it was decided to put on "A". 

During consideration of the Norwegian charge 834 it was decided to 
replace the designation of the criminal listed unuer 3A0 to the effect that 
it should read "A oonsnander of the Boten Camp from Easter 1943 " • 

No. 393 will read "the whole staff of Boten camp".

TING COiiiANBKR JONES reported that the Vauoher Canittoe had filed in all 

be t wee n 70e and 000 oases, in the form of a memorandum showing what personal

details were known, and the connection with the looting of various art treasures* 
He had extracted from this about 40 oases in which it appeared that the persons 
were directly oonoemed with looting* Be went through this list with Dr. S* * * * • 
of the Polish Authorities, who ggreed that these people were the ones responsible, 
not Just minor oases incidentally concerned, but the people behind the movement 

who had definitely taken part in it* He had asked Dr. S far details of 

the categorical statement made by the Yauoher Committee regarding the particular 
persons responsible for looting, and found that there were some difficulties* 

This statement was based in the main on r e p or t s received through the under- 
ground movement, or fro* cuttings in German newspapers. Dr* Streiker had sent 
him, however, in each of the oases, the names of the witnesses whom he suggested 

would be able to give definite evidence of that categorical statement. But 

\ 

whether such evidence could be supported, he could not say, because it was not 
in any sense briefed* The Adtnesses were mainly Polish. The first name, for 
instanoe - in his list of 40 - was that of a Dr* Abb, a German who was apparently 
a librarian and became the Director of the Cracow Library* While there, he set 
up a German oentral library, amalgamating the various private and State libraries; 
he took whatever he required and got rid of or pulped the remainder. The Polish 
submit that this man was the directing mind behind the movement which seized 
books from State and private libraries and either took them to Germany or put then 
in the Nazi library. That was a typical example. The people trained for this 
purpose were mainly professors, but there were others too, such as the wife of 
the Nazi mayor, who, if she fancied something, took it from a museum for her own 
private use. Wing Conmahder JONES was unable to say definitely that ary charge.', 
lay against these 40 persons - except for the categorical statement issued which 
declared they were responsible for looting - but xxsk evidence was lacking and 
witnesses unavailable.

The Committee decided upon cases submitted by the British, Czechoslovak 
and Belgian Governments in the manner recorded by the Chief Clerk of the 
Commission in the offioial files and in the .deports: 

United Kingdom No. 5 
Belgium No. 2. 

1. COLONEL nADE informed the Committee of an important document regarding art 
treasures, containing information about the whole staff of Rosenberg 1 s office 

both in Germany and in the occupied countries. 

THE CHAIRMAN (MR. DE BAER; recommended the circulation of this document to 
the members of the Committoe. 

2. LI!T OF MAJOR '..A R CRIMINAL! . MR. DE BAER proposed to circulate a list. 

LORD 7/RlGHT -laid that a summary of the charges v/ould be useful. COLONEL 

KODGEON said he had been ohecking the lists of the Commission against a list 
he (Colonel Hodgson) possessed. A number of names did not appear on the list, 
inter alia. Gauleiters, e.g. the Gauleiter for Germans outside Europe, Even 
people he had listed as members of German governments and as key officials in 
ocoupied countries have been omitted. Colonel Hodgson will bring those lists, 
they will have to go to the representatives of the individual allied Govern- 
ments. COLONEL WADE pointed out that the Commission had 30 far listed those 
only whose names came up in connection with a particular crime. 

LORD ./RIGHT expressed the opinion that the Commission were not bound to 
wait until a narte waa presented to them and they could pick up these things 
themselves. 

GENERAL ,/EIR said that the American authorities had taken all 43 Gauleiters 
and there will, no doubt, be found something on each one of them. 

THE CHAIRMAN pointed out that some of the National Offices might help. 

Colonel ,/ade and Hr. Gchwelb were asked to go through the list of major 

criminals and to repert to the Committee. 

;. HXCELbim Hrc/i-I.ING INDIVIDUAL CALEB . In the Czechoslovak case 46 4 
(Standgerichte II), LORD WRIGHT and DR. DE MOOR expressed their agreement 
with the report submitted on this case by the Legal Officer. 

COLONEL HODGSON pointed out that he found a number of grounds on which 
he did not fully agree with the Czechoslovak charge in this case. Colonel 
Hodgson promised to circulate his statement to the members of Committee I. 

His opinion may be sumnarised thus that, in his view, it is not the mere 
institution of the oourts, whioh would be ipao facto a crime, but the activities 
of the oourts, and it was in view of these activities that he will vote for 
putting the accused on Jakmt A. 

LORD WRIGHT stated that the Legal Officer's report distinguished between 
setting up of courts in oocupied territory in general, which was not a crime,

and those particular courts, which v.ero different owing to their composition, 
procedure and the law they were called upon to administer (p. 1 of the Report 
para (4)(a) to (f)). 

It was unanimously resolved to put all the named persons on best A, the 
unknown members of the Standgerichte on C.

COLONEL HODGSON declared that he wanted to study further the question 
whether the judges should not also go on A* 

DR MAIR HARTING (Czechoslovakia) expressed the opinion that the public 
prosecutors, mentioned in the charge by name, should go on L i ti t A* 

LORD WRIGHT proposed to adjourn the oase until next week. This was 
agreed to. 

During the proceedings re the United Kingdom case 699 ("Guard, probably 
a non-commissioned officer etc. . THE CHAIRMAN put the question whether 
these un-identified men should go to A or to C. The LEGAL OFFICER stated 
that identification was in this case probable because German proceedings had 
been taken. It was resolved to put the accused on A and expressly to point 
out that the accused are men referred to in the Memorandum of the German 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, dated l6th October 1944, R.670 Br, 

In the United Kingdom case 700 ("A Waohmann, etc. ...") the precedent 
of oase 699 (supra) was followed, with the effect that the accused was put on 
A and it will be pointed out that the accused is the person inferred to in 
the Memorandum R. 4677/Br of the German Foreign Ministry, dated 8th August 1944. 

In the United Kingdom case No. 711 (General Messina and others), the 
I.BGAT. OFFICER drew the attention of the Committee to the fact that the 
aocused (4) (Germi) was not direotly connected with the war crime in question. 

As to the accused (2) (Habatini) he was charged with weakness, inoonpetence 
and timidity which had resulted in the increase of the death rate of sick 
prisoners of war. 

LORD './RIGHT pointed out that there may be a prima facie oase of man- 
slaughter by neglect.

MR KENT agreed to the posting of Germi (4) on List W and it was so 
decided. As to (5) and ( 6 ) the case was adjourned on the motion of Mr. Kent. 

It was resolved to put (lj, (2) and ( 3 ) on A. 

4. MINUTEo OF LALI MEETING . The deoxet^y/ asked whether the form of the 
minutes, circulated by the Legal Officer, was according to the wishes of 
the Committee. The Chairman answered in the affirmative.
